Arsenate of Lead or Paris Green
May be Used? Effec-
tively.

Mr. 8§ M. Byars, farm demonstra-
‘lon agent for Anderson County stal-
ol yesterday that many reports  of
Ltavor wronght by rhe potato  bug
wern coming to him  and  that he
would take this means of urglng the
people to kill this pest. He stated
that many prople secemed afraid to
use bug death on any kind for fear
of the rolsoning but he assures them
that there i3 no danger If properly
naed.

His instructions are as follows:

Arsenate of Lead.

one half pound to 55 pounds of
lime, ashes, road dust or something
of the kimd. Sprinkle over plants
while due is on.

Paris Gireen,

1 pound to 100 pounds of lime,
ashes, ete, When using water with
the paris green use on pound to 300
gallons of water,

Mr. Byars states that the powder
is preferable since it enables one (o
sep how well the plants are covered,
This powder should be put on early
in the morning when the plants are
wet and again be ssurcs them that
there is no danger from the polson-
ing.

Cavalry Tent is Adopfed for all Army
Branehes,

Becaurs of the additional comfort
which will he afforded the soldiers,
the war department has decided to
oquip all branches of the United States
army -with cavalry tents. The decis-
lon was reached recently after a per-
sonal inspection, by the secretary of
war, of 20 different types of sheller
tents which were set up in one of the
Washington parks and thoroughly test-
ed. While this tent is two pounds heav-
ier than the one heretofore used by
the infantry, It Is s0 much larger anid
more comfortable than the old one
that it is considered preferable.

Considerable complaint has been
made in the past regarding the small
size of the Infantry tent. THe cavalry
tent, howover, Is 66 inches in length
on the ridge, 61 inches wide at' the
base, and when supported on the col-
lapsible poles, stands 43 Inches from
the ground at the ridge. The canvas,
which is of an olive-drab color, ia di-
vided into two sections which button
together at the ridge and along the
slanting end.
